hand : I ſaw divers-pour Cripples came in halting 
on their Crutches, whom when he had ſtroaked on 
their Legs, or Armes, (as theii paines lay) they pre- 
lenily not onely walked, but leaped and skipped about 
the room : One of them not mind ng his crutches, 
Icft them behinde him in the room, bur he called him 
back again, ſayinz, Friend take away. thy cruches, 
for I hope here will be no need of them ; ſo the poor 
man went forth merrily with them in his hand. 

He takes away all ſorts of pain, and old Aches, 
though of twelve, ſix'een, or rwenty years continu- 
ance, or longer, onely with firoaking and ſmoothing 
the part greived with |:is hand : immediate]y npon 
laying h's hand upon the part, the pain removes ſen- 
fibly into another part of the body; as, from the. 
ba:k to rhe breaſt, from thence into the legs and arms, 
or other extream parts, and when the party teilerh 
him where ir 15 remoyed, he followerh it with his 
band, which driveth it out, ſometimes at the fingers 
ends, ſomerimes at the toes, other times at the crown 
of the head, and ſometimes atthe mouth, and when 
the perſon faith, it is gone, and he fee'eth no more 
pain, he biddeti him be gone and glorify God, and 
forſake his fins : He doth it freely unto all, and is ſo 
fir from tak ng any reward, that he doth not allow 
them to give him ihanks, but bids them praiſe and 
thank the Lord, for thit he hath vouchſafed to make 
uſe ot ſuch a poor hmple Creature, as he doth, to doe 
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People of all forts of diſeaſes and dileinpers don 
daily ſo flock about his houte, thatif he had not ap- 
pointzd them taree dayesintne week, as I formerty 
mentioned, he muſt have forlaken his own dwellins 
to haye gotten reſt. Some out of prejudice ſay, thar 
he hath an univerſzl charme againg all diſeaſes ; but 
this is onely a d<traction, he onely calieth upon the 

ame.of God whil:ſt heis doing of it, ani though 
brefly yet divinely : Thus have I given you a true 
account ofzthat, whereof I was both an Ear and an 
Eve witneſs; which had I not been, I think 1 ſhould 
not have b:lieved, though all the People in Towghal!
